THK COUNCILLOR WITH THK "AN- 
TICS." 

Conn. Grant required three days to 
prepare an answer to an article in Tun 
Colonist of Saturday last censuring him 
fot his grand and lofty tumbling at the 
council hoard on last Wednesday evening. 
We propose to consume about three min- 
utes in considering his reply. Ilu states 
that Coun. Higgins' appeal against the 
ruling of tho chair was not well grounded 
and that Conn. Bradeu told him (Coun. 
II.) so at the time. Mr. Grant is either 
not aware or if aware endeavors to run- 
oeal the fact that tivo appeals were made 
by Mr, Higgins. The first, after being 
pressed, was withdrawn on the contention 
of Coun. (u nit, (not of Coun. Braden)that 
il had llol been well taken. The 
second appeal arose in this way: Coun. 
Bradon drew from the mayor a decision 
thai the council had not the power to 
instruct him to attach the seal to the con- 
tract for the steel conduit. Coun. 14 ig 
gins immediately pressed his second ap- 
peal on that point and the appeal would 
have boon sustained by a majority of the 
council (in spite of Coun, Grant's sono- 
rous protest) if the mayor had not taken 
the ears for home by the "corkscrew" 
line. Had Coun. Grant been less anxious 
to impede civic legislation by advancing 
baseless objections, tho conduit contract 
would by this time have boon sealed, 
signed and delivered or the water com- 
missioner would have been knocking tit 
the door of the Supreme Court to know 
the reason why. Suppose it is admit- 
ted that the form of the con- 
tract was uot satisfactory. who 
is blaineablc for that, the water com- 
missioner/or the city barrister who de- 
clined to advise the water commissioner 
and did not alter the contract but sent 
instead an opinion to the council defining 
his objections'' We have the greatost 
possible respect and regard for Mr. John- 
son: but ivo cannot help thinking that in 
the matter under discussion he did uot 
act with that frankness which has hither 
t'i been deemed one of his worthiest 
characteristics. The course adopted by 
Mr. Johnson enabled the Mayor and 
Coun. (''rant and others who are com- 
mitted to the Hendry Bcheme, to further 
delay the beginning of operations under 
the scheme adopted by a majority of the 
council. Coun. Grant affects to ridicule 
our exclamation, have the majority of

South Carolina despatch "Mortgages 
on hundreds of thousands of acres of fann- 
ing land in this state, in favor of the Cor- 
bin Banking Company of New York :iud 
the Scottish Land Company, mature soon, 
and there is much discussion as to »vhet her 
something cannot lie done to prevent fore- 
closure, by which the lands would pass 
into the hands of these alien companies. 
The rate of intereit on the mortgage, is 
from 10 to 20 per cent., and the farmurs, 
in nine cases out of ten. are unable to pay 
any of the principal. 

Report of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (.synopsis by the 
Monetary Times) — "Every third farm in 
Illinois is mortgaged, the loans bearing 
from 6 to 8 per cent, interest. In Kansas 
ovary other farm is mortgaged, and tho 
rate of interest, paid is from li to 10 per 
cunt.; besides which there are chattel 
loans carrying interest from 1(1 to 18 per 
cent. In the old State of New York, the 
proportion of farms mortgaged threo- 
tcnths -is little less than that of Illinois, 
but the average rate of interest, .*>). per 
cent., is lower. From twenty to twenty- 
five per cent, of the Missouri farms are 
mortgaged at an average rate of 8 per 
cent, interest. The rate nf interest on 
mortgages ill Kentucky is 7 per cent. 
And there is a form of mortgage in some 
of the states, which, so far us we know , is 
unknown in Canada: mortgages on the 
growing crops. In South Carolina alone 
this form of indebtedness aggregated SH,- 
500,000 in 1885, and this is by no means 

the maximum figure, tho amount baling 
been $3,600*000 higher in 1882. The 
Georgia fanners pay L5 per cent, interest 
to the lw.tiks; and in Florida the same 
class pays from 10 to 24 percent, on a 
large amount of indebtedness, ft'orty-fivo 
per cent, of the Alabama fanners aro in 
debt, without any available means of pay 
inont, and the interest, they pay ranges 
from, 18 to 20 per cunt.; they are obliged 
to buy store goods on credit id L'o to 40 



A KEARPUL PROSPECT.

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SPROTJLS'S SAD FATE. 

Executed in British 1'olunibla for a 
Crime-He Did Not Commit. 



Notified nil the Gallows that In; had Kalian 
Heir to $1 00,000. 



The following funny story, under the 
above startling headings, about a seri- 
ous subject in worth reproduction. It is, 
of course, needless to say, that the man 
who wrote it must either he a lunatic or a 
fool. The story of the horseman "dash- 
ing up to the scaffold" is only another in- 
stance of the wonderful imaginative 
power of the ordinary American reporter. 
No .such event occurred. The whole 
thing is so mixed up as to he unrecogniz- 
able in this city, where Sproule was 
hanged : 

New H.wk.n, Conn., Nov. 8. — This 
story was made public for the lirst time in 
the superior court on Friday afternoon. 
Lawyer William L. Rennet went before 
Judge Andrews and made a motion for 
the .sale of certain personal property be- 
longing to the estate of Hubert E. Sproule, 
who ivas hanged about, two years ago in 
British Columbia, for having murdered a 
minister named Thomas Cannoll. Sproule 
>vas born and reared on a farm in Kenne- 
bec county, Maine. Ill 1884 lie became 
tired of the drudgery of farm life, and in 
company with several friends went West 
to try hia fortunes in mining. Sproule 
learned that, a company had been formed 
in Connecticut for mining ill Kootenay, 
British Columbia, and be purchased an 
interest in their claim, and as a represen- 
tative of the Connecticut corporation went 
to Kootenay. He built a cabin, which he 
shared with Thomas Cannell. 

( )n New Year's Day, 1885, Cannell was 
found dead with his body riddled with 
bullets. Sproule was arrested on suspi- 
cion, and was tried in Victoria. Having 
no money, lie appealed to the corporation 
in Connecticut which he represented and 
procured a loan of $1,800, for which lie 
gave bis stock in the mine as a security. 
After a lung trial he was convicted. An 
appeal was taken to the supreme court of 
• Canada, on the ground that additional 
evidence had been found, and Justice 
Fienney granted a motion for a writ of 
habeas corpus. The sheriff who hud tlio 
keeping of Sproule refused to deliver up his 
charge, and in August, 188(5, the same 
attorney obtained from . I ustice Honney a 
discharge for Sproule. 

At this stage of the proceedings Sproule 
found himself in the singular position of 
being a free man in theory, but in fact a 
prisoner of the Canadiangovornment. Hav 
illg been unsuccessful in his own effort t» 
procure Sproule's release, his attorney ap 
pealed to the United Stales govomment 
and an application for Sproule's release 
was made. About that time the Attor- 
ney General of Canada, recognizing the 
peculiar situation in which Sproule was 
placed, appeared before a justice of the 
Supreme Court and had the decision of 
.1 ustice Henney reversed and Sproule's im 
prisoninent made legal. lie at tlie same 
time had a date set, for the hanging. 

A large part of the evidence which had 
convicted Sproule was given by Cbas 
Wolfe, who, when he heard that the date 
for hanging Sproule had been determined 
upon, came forward ami swore that all 
the evidence which be had given was tit 
terly and absolutely false. In addition to 
this, a witness was found who made a 
sworn affidavit that he was in Sproule's 
company at the time and that they wore 
fifteen miles away from t lie .scene of the 
tragedy. A motion for a new trial was 
refused as was an appeal for a respite. 

On the day set, for his hanging Sproule 
was led to the gallows and from the plat- 
form addressed the people, affirming his 
innocence. The noose was adjusted to 
his neck and the hangman was about to 
spring the trap when some one in the 
crowd caught sight of a horseman riding 
at full speed toward the scene. He 
waved a paper in his hand and it was sup- 
posed he bore a respite. On dashing up 
to the scaffold he li mded Sproule a mes- 
sage, which he scanned eagerly, and, tail- 
ing backward, said: 

"Too late! Justice claims the blood of 
an innocent man." 

A moment later the trap was sprung 
and Robert E. Sproule was launched into 
eternity. The paper which had been 
handed him bore the information that by 
the death of a relative ill Boston lie had 
become heir to $100,000. 

Sproule owned property in this city, 
and the motion was brought by Attorney 
Bennett on Saturday that this property 
might be sold thai the Connecticut cor- 
poration, which loaned him $1,800, might 
have their claim satislied. A brother of 
Sproule's has a .suit for $100,000 against 
the British government now pending in 
the Canadian courts.

Electric 
search lights are got ready for use. All 
water-tight doors are closed, the maga- 
zines aro opened and lighted, tire engines 
and hose aro prepared, and the guns are 
cleared away and made ready for action. 
When a ship is of over ten thousand tons 
displacement, lias a complement of 
more than seven hundred men and carries 
a number of guns, the operation of going 
to night quarters involves an amount of 
work and bustle which might well make 
a civilian despair of accomplishing the 
business in a day. Vet m five minutes 
and a half after the giving of the order an 
officer reports that the guns are clear, and 
that, in fact, the ship is in all respects 
ready for action. - Gmvrt Journal.

Passed 12th October, 18S7. 

Whereas, It is expedient to define the width 
of m roots to he hereafter taken over and main- 
tained by the City of Victoria, therefore 
UK IT KNACTKD by thoCounoil of I ho corporal ion 

Of the City of Victoria: 

I. "This by law may bo cited for all purposes 
us the street width by-law, 1887." 

Krom and after the passage of this by-law 
UO street that shall bo of less width than sixty 
foot from tho lino fence on cither side thereof 
shal be accepted or maintained by the said 
city. 

3, it shall not bo lawful to devote any purl 
ot the city revenue In surveying, grading or 
graveling or in laying sidewalks ong the line 
of any at reel not already acce ~d or taken 
over by a vole of this Council at, shall boof 
loss width than sixty feet from the line fenco 
on either side thereof. 

4, This by-law .shall not apply to any street 
accepted or taken over by the olty u til (late 
of t ho passing hereof.

An Informal Reception to a Distinguished 
Sarnla Hoy. 

[Sarnia, Ont., Obsorvor, Nov. 11. | 
Advantage was taken of the Hying visit 
to Sarnia of lion. Mr. Robson, Provincial 
Secretary of British Columbia, to give 
him a reception. - The brief time at his 
disposal prevented the possibility of giv- 
ing more than an hour or two's notice to 
our chief citizens, so that the gathering 
was not, as large as it would have been 
had mole publicity been given. About 
8:30 p. 111. on Monday the Hon. gentle- 
man was met in the parlor of the Bel- 
chamber House by between thirty and 
forty gentlemen, among whom were : 
Rev. Dr. Thompson, Judge Mackenzie, 
Mr. Lister, M. P., ex-Mayors Robt. Mac- 
kenzie and Daniel Mackenzie, Reeve 
Symington, Collector of Customs Mathie- 
Bon, Messrs. Joshua Adams, .lames Ma jor, 
T. Symington, D. Douglas. !>. McC.ut, 
E. P. Watson. lC Proctor, the editors of 

I be town papers and others. 

Mr. Robert Mackenzie introduced the 
gentlemen present to Mr. Robson, and 
after 1 he ceremony was concluded the 
honorable gentleman returned thanks for 
the honor extended to him. His visit was 
purely a domestic one to his old home and 
relatives and it was a gratifying surprise 
to him to he invited to attend a gathering 
at which he would lie able to exchange 
greetings with many of his old friends, a 
pleasure he would have missed in most 
cases, owing to the brevity of bis visit, if 
it bad not occurred lo some kind friend to 
bring them together in this way. Though 
Lanark was his birthplace, Sarnia he al- 
ways looked upon as his family home. It 
Was here he spent, the most important 
years of his boyhood and ;arly manhood. 

I I was here his brothers and sis- 
ters wore reared and where bis parents 
lived and were buried, and be had an uf- 
feotion for it thai surpassed any feeling ho 
could entertain for any other spot on 
earth. Mr. Robson left Sarnia in LH08 
when the gold fever was at its height, and 
bis reininisceiises of his experiences of 
British Columbia from that time to the 
present were recounted in a most inter- 
esting manner. Industry, perseverance 
and a reliance upon the strict principles of 
morality that formed so important a part 
of bis early training enabled him tu sur- 
mount dilhculties that others sank under. 
He bad great faith in the future of his 
adopted country. In describing the re- 
sources of British Columbia, its fruitful 
soil and delightful climate, its wealth of 
minerals and of timber, he grew eloquent 
and enthusiastic. He regarded thai pro- 
vince as tiie most valuable of the British 
possessions in North America, without 
which it would have been impossible for 
the Dominion to attain the position it is 
destined to occupy on this continent. No 
sacrifice on the part of Canada would 
have been too great, in his estimation, to 
bring British Columbia into the Confeder- 
ation, and she was worthy in every re- 
spect to lake her place alongside her sis- 
ter provinces. For years be had struggled 
as a journalist and a politician to raise the 
province from till position of a crown col- 
ony into that of a self-governing commun- 
ity. Thai point gained he urged the 
question of union with Canada. Canadians 
were then looked upon by the governing 
classes in British Columbia as intruders 
and were stigmatized as North American 
Chinamen. Now they take a foremost 
place in the government of the Province. 
With the entrance of the Province into 
Confederation, British Columbia took 
its rightful position and it was only a 
question of lime, and of brief Lime he 
believed. when the enterprise of 
Canadians 111 developing its resources 
would raise it lo a position in point of 
wealth and population equal to thai of 
this magnificent province of Ontario. In 
referring to its magnificent scenery Mr. 
Robson said it had been fitly described as 
a sea of mountains, and although the dis- 
tinguished gentleman who had tirst used 
the term in public was denounced there 
for as an enemy of the province, it was an 
accurate description. 1 1 was a sea of 
mountains divided by extensive valleys of 
the most fruitful soil in the world. He 
urged all who could spare the time and 1 
the small amount of money il would cost 
lo lake the round trip over the (.'. P. R. 
and see il for themselves. He would bo 
more than delighted to meet anyone from 
Sarnia there, and do his best to make 
their visit a pleasant one. 

Brief speeches of congratulation wero 
read by .Messrs. Lister, M.P., .1. R. (iem- 
mill, Joshua Adams and Rev. Dr. Thomp- 
son, after which refreshments were served 
and an hour or two spent 111 social convor- 
sat ion. 

Mr. Robson left 011 Tuesday for British 
Columbia. He goes by way of Chicago, 
St. Paul and Winnipeg. His youthful ap- 
pearance was a subject of surprise and 
congratulation on the pari of his old 
friends here, all of whom had grown grey 
and showed thai advancing years had left 
their impress on form and features, Mr. 
Robson is in his liltli year and looks 
younger than many of our citizens who 
'have not yet reached fifty. He gives

Capt. Palmer, of the Br. bark Balakla- 
va, from London to San Francisco with 
cement and other cargo, before reported 
at Alicud in distress, gives the following 
account of the disaster to his vessel: "On 
duly 25, bit. 42 05 S, Ion. 7H during a 
heavy gale at 10 p.m., all the masts were 
snapped off close to the deck, .smashing 
in their fall the pumps and doing other 
damage. Through the openings 111 the 
decks the water rushed into the hold in 
torrents and the vessel labored heavily, 
and we found live feet of water in the 
hold. At 4 p. 111. on 27th, resolved to 
abandon the vessel; two men got into the 
larboard boat, when the line snapped and 
she was carried away. The other boat 
was got out, which was capsized by a sea, 
and out of the nine bands in her only one 
regained the vessel. The boats being lost 
the captain and the rest of the crew had 
to remain on the vessel, and the wind and 
weather becoming calm, shortly after 
they were enabled to make temporary 
spars and sails, and succeeded in reaching 
Sun Pedro August 2.'i, whence she was 
towed to Alicud, Sept. 14."
